ING EDWARD and Queen Alexandra, 
who have been at Windsor Castle with other 
members of the Royal Family for a week or two, 
were to have paid a visit to Chatsworth House, 
Derbyshire, the seat of the Duke and Duchess of 

Devonshire, on Monday. On the forenoon of that day, 
the King and Prince of. Wales, with little Prince Edward 
of Wales, planted trees in a new avenue which is being 
laid down in Windsor Park. His Majesty appeared then 
in excellent health and spirits, and laughed and chatted with 
the Mayor of Windsor, who was present at the ceremony. 
Ali was in readiness for the Royal departure from Windsor 
Station at 1.30 p.m., the time arranged, when word was 
went countermanding the Royaf tram and intimating that 
the King had contracted a feverish cold and had posbponed 
bie visit to Derbyshire, under the advice of Sir Francis 
Laking. On Tuesday the same eminent physician visited 
the Castle, and it was shortly afterwards otticially 
announced that His Majesty was suffering from a mild 
attack of influenza, and remained indoors as а precaution- 
ary measure. Under the circumstances the proposed visit 
to Chatsworth was abandoned. The Prince and Princess 
of Wales, with their children, left Windsor for Sundring- 
bam on Monday afternoon.

Forest nur- 
xeries had been established, and he hoped soon to see 
elective municipal councils in the towns of the colony, to be 
tollowed speedily by a legislative council, to meet in Pretoria 
Under a wise, firm, ind sympathetic policy, the Government 
would, he believed, quickly establish such relations with the 
people of the Transvaal that Vereeniging would prove a 
lusting peace for South Africa.

Destroyer „апа Fifteen Men Lost. — The 
Admiralty has issued a copy of a telegram received from 
Corfu, dated Jan. 31, stating that the third-class cruiser 
Pioneer, 2200 tons, and the destroyer Orwell collided during 
manoeuvres off that port, and that the Orwell was cut in two 
and sank. Gunner Edward Smith and leading stoker 
William Perry are known to have been killed, and the 
following are reported as missing: First-class petty officers 
William Jones and Frederick White; second-class petty 
officer Joseph North; and able seamen Richard Fiddick, 
William McClure, William Ryan, John Frood, William 
Boyce, Arthur Edwards, William Mayor, William Brooks, 
leading signalman William McCormack, and qualified 
signalman Walter Orrin. According to a Reuter's message 
from Malta, Boyce, Mayor, McCormack, and Orrin were 
lent from the destroyer Banshee. 


Venezuelan Hitéh.—Again there is something of 
а crisis in Venezuelan affairs, It is stated in Wash- 
ington that the Allies—England and Germany—continue 
to insist that their claims shall be given preference over 
all others, and that this has roused Venezuela's other 
creditors in Europe and America. . Mr. Bowen, the 
United States Minister who has been entrusted by 
President Castro with the task of adjustment, says 
he is at a deadlock, and that the Allies must tight 
it out with France, Austria, und the United States, all 
of whom decline to be left out when the settlement is 
under diseussion. The American Press is up in arms 
ealling apon Uncle Sam to step in and protect himself, 
and the Government is taking all precautions to be ready 
for any emergency: 


Life-Boat Disaster. From Swansea Bay comes a 
sad story of heroie devotion and death on the part of six 
men of the Mumbles Life-boat. Last Sunday afternoon a 
steamer named the Christina was seen to be ashore off 
Port Talbot, and the life-boat, with a full complement of 
fourteen men, put off to her rescue. With sul set the 
boat proceeded on her twelve mules journey ucross 
Swansea Bay, the rough weather and heavy ground swell 
making the passage extremely difficult. On arrival off 
Port Talbot Pier the boat became unmanageable, und was 
dashed against the pier and overturned. All the men were 
thrown into the sea, but eight were happily rescued by 
those on the jetty. . Despite the best efforts of thé 
rescuers, six men were drowned, their names being ‘Tom 
Rogers (coxswain), David Claypit, George Michael, David 
John Morgan, James Gammon, and Robert Smith. With 
the exception of Smith, all the men were married and 
leave widows and children. The Christina was afterwards 
found to be in a comparatively secure position. 


Terrible Railway Disaster. —A railway collision 
which resulted in the loss of thirty-two lives and very 
severe injury to fifty-nine other passengers, occurred on 
the Central Railway of New Jersey last week. Owing to 
а heated axle-box, a local train from New Jersey was 
delayed, and before it could reach the station at which it 
would have been shunted, a fast tram travelling more 
than sixty-five miles ип hour dashed into it from behind. 
The three rear carriages of the local were smashed to 
splinters, and the wreckage speedily took flre, many of the 
injured passengers being unable to extricate themselves 
from the burning material. The shrieks and groans were 
heartrending, some of the-,untortunate people being 
cremated in the flames, while others culled aloud for death 
to put an end to their agony. An improvised hospital 
in the dining-car of the express was quickly crowded with 
wounded passengers, who speedily received all the attention 
that medical skill could suggest. It has been stated that 
the signals were against the driver of the fast train 


Co-operative Pensions, - In the l'emperance Hall, 
Sheffield, this week, there was inaugurated a scheme for uld- 
age pensions which might with great advantage be copied in 
many large businesses throu kout the country. Messrs, 
J. G. Graves, of the Universal Supply Stores of Shettield 
and Birmingham, whose workpeople number over three 
thousand, and whose annual wages bill amounts to 
£130,000, ave the introducers of a simple plan which has 


many excellent features, The basis of the scheme 1s 
the payment by members of 2} per cent. of their 
wages into a fund to which the, firm in cach case 


makes a contribution of similar amount. Superannuation 
is granted when a member has reached the age of sixty-five 
or has served for forty years in the business, whiebever 
comes first. To those who have served the full forty years, 
two-thirds of their average earnings will be given For 
shorter periods of thirty, twenty, or fifteen years’ service 
members will receive payment equal to oue-balf, one-third, 
or one-fourth of their average earnings, according to the 
period served in the fund. Girls who leave to marry will 
receive their own and the firm's contributions; and men 
who leave to take other employment are entitled to with- 
draw their contributions with 2} рег cent. compound interest 
added. When it is stated that membership of the Pension 
Fund is quite optional to Messrs. Graves’ employés, it will 
be seen at once that an important step has been taken by 
the firm towards the solution of what is fast becoming 
recognised as a pressing national problem.

The Colney Hatch Fire. —Fifty-one vi 
were claimed by the terrible tire that broke in Colney 
Hatch Asylum, as reported 1n these columns last week On 
Friday Dr. Danford Thomas, coroner for Central London, 
commenced his inquiry into the cause of death. In address- 
ing the jury the coroner remarked that they were there tb 
discover the cause of death of fifty-one female inmates of 
that asylum, and that it would be the business of the court to 
make the most thorough investigation us to the nature of 
the temporary annexe or supplementary ward in which 
the unfortunate women were asleep at the tyme of the out- 
break, the reason tor its use, the precautions taken to 
guard against tire, and the general efficiency of the asylum 
staff to cope with « sudden emergency. Mr. Hubbard, 
chairman of the Asylums Committee of the London County 
Council, expressed the deep «ympathy ot that body for 
the friends and relatives of the victims. The Council, 
he intimated, would defray the cost of the funeral, which 
would take place on Feb. 4, the remains being placed in 
separate coffins and buried in one grave, over which а 
suitable memorial would be erected at the public expense 
Dr, Seward, chief medical superintendent ot the asylum, 
then gave a graphic narrative of the terrible conflagration.

meal is à high tea) is, as а rule, positively 
vicious in temper before and nt breakfast. Why 
is this? Because the high-tea meal is not 
digested. But why are high teas indigestible Р 
Because meat is eaten at them; not а nice 
wholesome joint roasted, with vegetables, аз 
at dinner, but all sorts of chops and fried 
foods such as veal cutlets, liver and bacon, or 
perhaps stewed tripe and onions, the whole 
washed down with strong tea or coffee, with 
an interlude of sweets or hot cakes, or both.“ 
A great medical authority on digestion, Sir 
William Robert, is quoted by the writer of the 
article. Не has made many interesting experi- 
ments with tea and coffee, and he says that a 
fairly strong cup of either will make digestion 
exceedingly slow; and. if they are exceptionally 
strong, they will stop digestion altogether. It 
is the custom at these composite meals to take 
far too much fluid stuff. Now, persons of weak 
digestion should not drink at meals. Even at 
breakfast the tea or coffee should not be touched 
until a fair amount of food has been swallowed, 
and then the drink should be taken slowly. I 
am glad to say that the high tea is much less 
popular among the well-to-do middle class 
than it was some years ago, and the sooner it 
becomes a thing of the past, the better will 
be the tempers of the breadwinners and their 
wives. 

I am sure my readers will like to try the 
following 


Recipe for an Apple Cake, 


which is not to be eaten, let me remark, at a 
high tea! It was sent to me by a friend, who 
found it in one of the many useful and 
cheap publications of the day. For it is re- 
quired half a pound of flour, three ounces 
of melted butter, half an ounce of yeast, half 
a teaspoonful of castor sugar, half a gill of milk, 
one egg, apple (sliced) as much as is required, 
and a little cinmamon. Put the flour into a 
basin, make a hole in the middle, and pour in the 
butter. Mix the yeast and sugar together until 
they become liquid. Make the milk lukewarm, 
and add it and the well-beaten egg. Strain this 
liquid into the middle of the flour, then mix all 
up and knead thoroughly ; cover the basin over, 
and put it in a warm place till the dough has 
risen to twice its original size. Then roll it out 
thin, and lay half of it on buttered baking-tins ; 
spread all over it some melted butter and a good 
sprinkling of castor sugar; cover the centre 
thickly with slices of apple; put a piece of the 
rolled out dough over the top; bake it in a quick 
oven, and serve whole or cut into fingers on 
the dish. The time which the cake takes to 
bake is not mentioned in the recipe.

American Bronze Turkeys. 


HE handsomest as well as the largest of turkeys is 
the American bronze, many of which have been 
introduced into Europe of late years. They are 
characterised by vast size and beautiful plumage, 
but they are scarcely so fine in flavour as the native 

turkey. They have а long graceful neck, a broad and full 
breast, a deep, well-rounded body, drooping wings, and 
a large fan-like tail, the colour being a dark lustrous 
bronze on the back, neck, and tail, with deep black breast

and body, which is pencilled with white. The cock turkey 
is very much larger than the hen, and the sexes usually 
weigh about 27 Ib. for the males, and 16 Ib. for the females, 
but birds as high as 501b. have been known. It will thus 
be seen that they combine both beauty and size. The 
Norfolk turkey, which, no doubt, is the one inquired 
abont by my correspondent, is entirely black in plumage, 
and is decidedly very handsome. It has all the cha- 
racteristics of the Cambridge species—the largest of the 
race—but is not quite so large. It is often spoken of as 
being finer in flavour, but this is accompanied by greater 
delicacy of constitution, and the utmost care has to be 
exereised duriog tbe early stages of the young turkey's 
growth. 
Bulbs in Bowls and Basins. 


The Illustration given shows the progress made in five 
weeks by Carter’s selected white Roman hyacinths, 
planted in carbonated shingle. Of course a great deal 
depends upon the temperature of the room, but there is 
no doubt about the hyacinths named being the quickest 
to flower, and they ean be kept in a succession of bloom by 
making plantings, say, every two weeks throughout the 
w.nter and spring. This idea of bulb-culture is attaining 
great popularity, aud is now quite a craze. Much pleasure 
is derived from watching the growth; the method із cleanly, 
and can be carried out- in an ordinary living-room ; and if 
successional plantings are made at intervals, fresh di«plays 
of bloom may be relied upon through the winter and spring. 
The following general rules for the use of the carbonated 
shingle should be ob-erved : Directly the bulbs are planted, 
pour water in until the top is reached; let this stand for, 
say, three hours; then drain it off until only a small 
quantity remains at the bottom. ‘The bowi containing the

They should 
be planted so that they can be covered readily -with 
light frames or cases. It is best to plant in beds 
5 ft. wide, over which 6 ft. frames сап be put. Glass 
or waterproof paper will do well as covering. Novem- 
ber is a good time to commence operations, and 
if fine clumps are bought, a crop of flowers may be | 
obtained the first season. The coverings must only be 
used for the tection of the bloom. When this has all 
been gathered, the plants must be gradually inured to the 
outer air, and after a week or so the lights must be 
removed altogether. The plants must never be allowed 
to want for water during the summer months. Good 
varieties are Helleborus major, Helleborus maximus, and 
Helleborus hybridus. The latter have a wide range of 
colour, shades from pure white through shades of pink 
to brownjsh red being represented, and sometimes the 
flowers are striped and spotted.
